Whereas, the Lansing City Council has 
viewed this film; and 


Whereas, the Lansing City Council be- 
lieves it was misled by representation that 
Paradise Theatre would show “old time’’ 
films as opposed to obscene films; and 


Whereas, the Council has afforded the 
owner of Paradise Theatre a hearing in 
accordance with the principles of due 
process of law at which time an oppor- 
tunity was afforded the owner represented 
by counsel, to present evidence, cross exam- 
ine witnesses, and argue the law; and 


Whereas, the Council concludes that the 
film seized is obscene, now, therefore, be it 


Resolved, that the license of Paradise 
Theatre be revoked for the reason that an 
obscene film, as determined by the Coun- 
cil, was shown and because the Council 
believes it was misled at the time of the 
issuance of the license due to Paradise 
Theatre’s representation that it would 
show “old time” films; and be it further 
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Resolved, that the Council deems the 
operation of the Paradise Theatre a nuis- 
ance and in accordance with the Home Rule 
Act, the Charter and other applicable laws, 
hereby abates the nuisance by revoking the 
theatre license, immediately.

Commissioner Nakfoor, Chairman of the 
Ambulance Division Feasibility Committee, 
stated he was still assembling material his 
Committee needed for a complete study. 
Some cities charge for ambulance service, 
and some subsidize ambulance service. 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Chief Burnett reported that eleven mem- 
bers were on sick leave, and submitted a 
report of December fire alarms and ambu- 
lance calls. 


Chief Burnett reported that Engineer 
Jack Dean has requested a disability pen- 
sion, and Engineer Donald Fairchild passed 
away December 28, 1971. He informed 
the Board members that two employees 
hired under the federal sponsored PEP 
program, 


Chief Burnett exhibited certificates earn- 
ed by Captain Fisher and Fireman Roy 
Zigler from Lansing Community College 
and the Tri-County Medical Services Coun- 
cil for completion of the training program 
for the Emergency Medical Technical— 
Ambulance. 


Chief Burnett presented the members of 
the Board with a revised evaluation sheet 
that he recommends be adopted by the 
Board for department use in place of the 
evaluation forms now in use. 


Chairman Kauffman requested the Board 
members and Local President Gary Thomas

GENERAL ORDER 


Commissioner Sheathelm thanked the 
members of Local 421 for the use of in- 
formation on file in the Local office to 
use for the evaluation of fire department 
maintenance costs and ambulance service 
provided by fire departments. This infor- 
mation will be compiled with facts from 
questionnaires and will be presented to 
the Board as soon as possible, 


Commissioner Sheathelm reported that 
Ferrol Street is in bad condition, and is 
the access road for No. 10 Station’s park- 
ing lot. The parking lot needs additional 
lighting, and recreational equipment is 
needed to furnish exercise facilities. Chair- 
man Keuffman requested the Chief to con- 
tact the division representative and have 
the unsatisfactory condition remedied. 


Commissioner Nakfoor suggested the 
Board give consideration to a_ telephone 
type alarm system for ambulance and 
alarm reporting. 


Commissioner Owen asked the Chairman 
if any answer had been received from the 
Pension Board regarding the extension of 
service for Chief Burnett. Chairman Kauff-

Chief Burnett stated two maintenance 
men were being interviewed for hire as 
civilian Labor II employees through the 
government sponsored PEP program. Fire- 
man Bruce Wood, hired under this program 
as a fire fiighter, will be transfered to the 
department when his training period is 
completed. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Commissionsr Sheathelm, Chairman of 
the Finance Committe, stated his Commit- 
tee had met with the Mayor’s staff for a 
budget hearing with the City Council 
later. The budget preparation and the 
hearing went fairly well. 


Commissioner Salerno, Chairman of the 
Personne] Committee, asked if anyone had 
any recommendations regarding the valua- 
tion report form submitted by Chief Bur- 
nett at the last meeting. 
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Commissioner Owen asked if Local 421 
members had made any recommendations 
regarding the forms. Committee Chairman 
Salerno stated none had heen received. 


By Commissioner Salerno— 


I move we authorize Chief Burnett to 
implement the revised evaluation form at 
this time. 


Supported by Commissioner Sheathelm. 


Carried unanimously. 


Commissioner Canady. Chairman of the 
Planning Committee, informed the members 
of the Board that a revised Capital Im- 
provement Budget for 1972-1973, listing re- 
quest in the order of priority, had been 
submitted to the Planning Division. 


Commissioner Canady stated the Plan- 
ning Committee has studied the communi- 
cation from the Mayor relative to the pos- 
sible rearrangement of the fire service in 
the City. The Committee is in the process 
of studying all aspects of the recommenda- 
tion and will submit their findings to the 
Board in the near future. The Committee 
would appreciate the file from the Mayor’s 
office of his correspondence with the 
National Loss Control Service Corporation 
of Chicago, Dlinois, and comments from 
members of Local 421. 


Chairman Kauffman said he would try 
to obtain a copy of the report from the 
Mayor’s office, and that the Board would 
welcome Local 421 member’s comments. 


Commissioner Nakfoor, Chairman of the 
Ad Hoc Ambulance Division Feasibility 
Committee, reported his Committee has 
assembled some information and has order 
ed two volumes of “Descriptions and 
Analysis of Eighteen Proven Emergency 
Ambulance Service Systems” from the 
National Technical Information Services. 
When this information is received his Com- 
mittee will have essential material to in- 
clude in their report, 


Chairman Kauffman praised the efforts 
of Commissioner Nakfoor and stated the 
Board will appreciate all the related in- 
formation available regarding ambulance 
services, 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Chief Burnett reported that ambulance 
calls, total alarms, fire alarms and fire 
loss were down from January of 1971. He 
also gave a brief report on eight members 
on sick leave. 


Chief Burnett informed the Board 
members he had attended several meetings 
with the Airport Authority and members 
of the City Council regarding fire protec-

tion for the airport. A proposal has been 
approved pending annexation of the air- 
port. The Airport Authority will construct 
an eight bay station and furnish specialized 
equipment. We will furnish regular equip- 
ment for fire protection for other property 
in the area. This will furnish protection 
for the airport and provide better response 
for this area. 


Chairman Kauffman stated he had _ re- 
ceived information that confirms Chief Bur- 
nett’s report. The fire department will 
assume protection of the airport after an- 
nexation. This will provide a well located 
station for the northwest area with suf- 
ficient room for an eight bay station. This 
will furnish better response in the area 
and appears to be a logical solution to the 
situation. 


RESOLUTIONS 


Chairman Kauffman reported the police 
department is in the process of transfer- 
ring to ultra high frequency radio equip- 
ment. All other departments, including 
Civil Defense, will be unable to communi- 
cate on this new frequency. The Command 
Post operation during emergencies is in- 
valuable and would be sorely missed. I 
recommend the Board consider a resolution 
expressing the need for this coordinating 
system during emergencies. 


Civil Defense Director James Holcomb 
reported he had requested $20,000.00 last 
year, but it had not been granted. He has 
requested $31,000.00 for this purpose in the 
present Civil Defense budget. 


By Commissioner Sheathelm— 


This Board has learned that one of the 
side effects of the upcoming transfer by 
the Lansing Police Department to new 
radio frequencies in the ultra-high 
frequency band will be the inability of the 
Civil Defense Mobile Company Post to com- 
municate with either the Lansing Police 
Department or other area police agencies. 


Although the fire department’s require- 
ment for coordinating assistance from the 
CDMCP are relatively infrequent oceur- 
rences, when the assistance is needed that 
need is critical, 


In major fires where mutual aid units are 
employed, when tactical radio traffic is 
heavy and when other service and public 
safety agencies are involved, the on-site 
commuuication center function of the 
CDMCP is invaluable. 


Although recognizing the City’s tight 
financial situation, the Fire Board would 
urge the necessary support to expand the 
CDMCP capabilities to encompass the new 
police frequencies, 


Suupported by Commissioner Roe. 


Carried unanimously. 
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Chairman Kauffman noted the excellent 
TV coverage of the Torrent Engine 
Company this week and expressed the 
pleasure of the members of the Board for 
the interest and activities of this Company. 
He stated there was another fire depart- 
ment organization the Board has not of- 
ficially recognized at a meeting, so he 
asked a few questions and discovered some 
of the facts regarding the Honor Guard. 


The Lansing Fire Department Honor 
Guard was organized on October 19, 1967. 
The first unit consisted of seventeen men, 
and Henry Houghtaling was elected their 
first President. The function of the Honor 
Guard is to represent the Lansing Fire 
Department at special occasion funerals. 
parades and department associated events. 
They also attend fireman funerals out of 
the city. 


Today the Honor Guard consists of eigh- 
teen members. Roy Zigler is the current 
President and Rodger LaLonde is the 
Secretary-Treasurer, The Honor Guard 
memberrs represent the Lansing Fire De- 
partment at approximately fifteen func- 
tions annually such as funerals, Memorial 
Day, Fourth of July, Labor Day and 
Veteran’s Day parades. The Honor Guard 
is in charge of the annual Muscular 
Dystrophy Christmas Party. 


These devoted firemen spend many off- 
duty hours to attend various functions. 
They raise their own finances through 
various money-making projects to cover 
the necessary expenses involved to partici- 
pate in all of these functions, Any special 
apparel and equipment is furnised by the 
Fire department, Today, six of the original 
seventeen are still active members.

The Lansing Fire Board commends the 
members of the Honor Guard for the 
splendid services they perform and the 
tremendous job they do in sponsoring the 
annual Muscular Dystrophy party.

GENERAL ORDER 


Chairman Kauffman reported he had met 
January 19th with the Police and Fire Re- 
tirement System Board of Trustees to sup- 
port the request for an extension of ser- 
vice for Chief Burnett beyond normal 
retirement. The request has been referred 
to the City Attorney for a ruling and he 
has not completed his findings. He will 
submit his findings to the Retirement Board 
at their next meeting, and Chairman Kauf- 
fman plans to attend the meeting. 


Commissioner Sheathelm asked the Chief 
if members had complained about being 
transferred from one section of the City 
to the other. The Chief stated he had no 
written reports regarding this. 


Commissioner Roe said he had heard a 
report that the Training Academy would 
be combined with the police training should 
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the police department secure the proposed 
new site. Chairman Kauffman stated it 
would be difficult to move the the training 
tower, and that several obstacles must be 
overcome before the porperty can be 
obtained, 


Commissioner Nakfoor stated the 
Emergency TV series represents some of 
the things we are trying to accomplish 
with the ambulance service. However, 
helicopters would not be feasible in our 
area. 


Civil Defense Director Holcomb informed 
the members of the Board that a helicopter 
was available from the State Police in_an 
emergency. He also stated the next Tri- 
county Medical meeting is February 10, 
1972. There will be a joint meeting regard- 
ing disaster plans, and he feels there 
should be a representative from the Police 
Board and the Fire Board. Dr. Wiegenstein 
and Dr. Nakfoor will give briefing on the 
para-medic program. Later in the year the 
Michigan State Police will sponsor a pro- 
gram using the City of Lansing method 
as a pattern for a disaster plan. An entire 
week will be devoted to personnel training, 
and the Mayor, the Fire Chief and the 
Police Chief will be invited to participate. 


Commissioner Owen congratulated the 
Honor Guard and the fire Fighters for the 
good job they are doing in the Muscular 
Dystrophy program. 


Chief Burnett reported the traffic light 
control will be installed at No. 6 Station, 
and the Superintendant of Alarms will do 
the wiring from the station to the pole. He 
has been requested permission to allow a 
newspaperman to ride the ambulance and 
fire apparatus for feature stories. Chair- 
man Kauffman recommended that permis- 
sion be cleared with the City Attorney. 


Fireman Rodger LaLonde publicly thank- 
ed Mr. Bud Schmidt of the Schmidt Super 
Markets for the assistance he has given the 
Honor Guard in providing refreshments for 
the Muscular Dystrophy Christmas parties. 
He then expressed the appreciation of the 
members of the ambulance crews for the 
assistance and information Dr. Nakfoor has 
given them. 


Commissioner Nakfoor expressed appreci- 
ation for the cooperation received from 
the ambulance crews, and hoped to broaden 
their training in the medical field. 


Chairman Kauffman stated the Board 
appreciated having a doctor as a member 
for the much needed technical assistance 
he has supplied the Board and the de- 
partment.

Vice Chairman Sheathelm, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, gave a report of 
two budget hearings held with the Mayor’s 
Budget Committee, listing deletions by 
budget accounts. 


Chairman Kauffman stated the deletions 
were not willing cuts, and the fire depart- 
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ment budget requests are not padded. He 
requested Councilman Terry McKane to 
safeguard the budget accounts so fire de- 
partment services and the welfare of de- 
partment members could be maintained. 


Councilman Terry McKane requested a 
copy of the necessary items that should be 
retained in the fire department budget to 
maintain adequate services and safety. 


Commissioner Canady, Chairman of the 
Planning Committee, stated his Committee 
would report on the survey requested by 
the Mayor at the next meeting. 


Commissioner Nakfoor, Chairman of the 
Ad Hoc Ambulance Division Feasibility 
Committee, reported his Committee will 
proceed without the information that has 
been ordered but not yet received. 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Chief Burnett submitted a report of fire 
and ambulance calls for February of 1971 
and 1972, noting that the fire loss is down 
this year, and reported that six members 
of the department were on sick leave. He 
displayed the book entered in the National 
Fire Prevention contest where Lansing re- 
ceived first place in the State of Michigan 
and ninth place nationally. 


Chairman Kauffman informed Local 421 
President Gary Thomas that former Com- 
missioner Salerno had forwarded the in- 
formation regarding the grievance of No- 
vember 16, 1971, which grievance had 
been rejected because no fire department 
regulation or contract provision had been 
violated, thus no basis existed for a 
grievance. The Chairman concurred with 
former Commissioner Salerno’s ruling and, 
further, denied the request for a meeting. 


RESOLUTIONS 


Commissioner Roe stated he wished to 
submit a Resolution for consideration by 
the Board: 


Resolved, that Lieutenant Gerald Green 
be designated a Captain of this depart- 
ment with date of rank to be retroactive 
to November 22, 1971 as determined by 
Mayor Graves. Further, that this designa- 
tion be made without recommendation, 
without examination or testing, and with- 
out any further compliance by Lieutenant 
Green with regard to promotional criteria. 


Parenthetically I would add, not as a 
part of the Resolution, that I have in- 
troduced this action to permit the Board to 
comply with the order of the Circuit Court. 
I would personally feel much better about 
this action, and I think the interest of the 
department and of the City would have 
been better served, if Lieutenant Green had 
actually demonstrated by competitive ex- 
amination his qualification for the rank. 
I am sure the majority of the commis- 
sioners share this feeling. 


I move adoption of the Resolution. 
Supported by Commissioner Sheathelm. 


MARCH 13, 1972 


During the dicsussion that followed, Com- 
missioner Owen asked if the date of the 
promotion was correct. Chairman Kauff- 
man stated it was the date listed on the 
writ of mandamus, but if it was not cor- 
rect it could be corrected later. Commis- 
sioner Owen registered objection to the 
language of the Resolution as he felt there 
should be no animosity of the Fire Board 
or between members of the department 
regarding compliance of the order. 


Ayes: Commissioners Sheathelm, Owen, 
Canady, Roe—4. 


Nayes: None. 


Commissioner Nakfoor abstained from 
voting. 


Chairman Kauffman stated he wished his 
vote to be recorded as an Aye vote. 


Carried. 


Chairman Kauffman reported that on 
May 3, 1971 Chief Donald Burnett submit- 
ted a proposal for a reorganization of the 
top command of the fire department. On 
May 15th, the Chief’s recommendations 
were referred to the Personnel Committee 
for review and comment. 


On June 3, 1971, at the Personnel Com- 
mittee’s recommendation, the Fire Board 
endorsed the Chief's proposal and for- 
warded it to the Public Safety Committee 
of the City Council for concurrence. 


In the absence of any word from City 
Council, the Board has not implemented 
the changes recommended by the Chief. 
At its November 5, 1971 meeting, the 
Board initiated action to seek a one year 
extension of service for Chief Burnett be- 
yond his normal retirement date of May 
ist during which period the Board proposes 
to implement the recommended changes. 
The Board submitted a formal request for 
the extension to the Policemen’s and Fire- 
men’s Retirement System Board of Trus- 
tees, 


At its meeting on January 26, 1972 the 
Retirement Board of Trustees referred the 
question of its authority to grant such an 
extension to the City Attorney for an 
opinion. 


At its February 16, 1972 meeting, the 
Policemen’s and Firemen’s Retirement 
System Board of Trustees, acting on the 
advice of the then City Attorney, de- 
termined it did not have the authority to 
grant such an extension and rejected the 
Board’s request. 


In the absence of any comment from 
City Council, the Board will undertake in 
the near future to restructure the top 
command of the fire department along the 
lines of the Chief’s recommendations and 
will consider other organizational changes 
within the department which have been dis- 
cussed in some depth over a period of time. 
The Board considers it highly desireable 
to have Chief Burnett remain in command 
during the transition period. 
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MARCH 13, 1972 


By Commissioner Sheathelm— 


I move the Fire Board respectfully re- 
quests the Personnel Committee of the City 
Council to authorize a civilian position of 
Fire Chief at a salary level equivalent to 
the Classification Schedule Grade XI at 
which the existing department position of 
Chief is established. It is understood that 
the civilian position would not carry the 
fringe benefits or retirement credits which 
are a part of the department position. It 
should be further understood that in_re- 
questing the establishment of this civilian 
position, it is the intent of the Board to 
enter into agreement with Chief Burnett 
to fill that post for a period of one year. 


Supported by Commissioner Roe. 


During the discussion that followed Com- 
missioner Owen stated he wished to speak 
against this action; that he had no ill feel- 
ing whatsoever against the Chief, but 
this action would be establishing a prece- 
dent. He believed the City Charter allows 
the Board to go anywhere to select a 
Chief. However, no man is indispensable, 
and this action could have serious long 
range repercussions.

GENERAL ORDER 


Councilman Terry McKane said he was 
happy he attended the meeting, and that 
he is initiating regular meetings of his 
Public Safety Committee, He has several 
items to take up during these meetings. 
The Chairman stated no invitation was 
needed to the Board meetings, and his 
presence was appreciated. 


Civil Defense Director James Holcomb 
gave the details of a program that is 
geared to furnishing radio communications 
from hospitals to all accredited ambulance 
service in the Tri-County area. The first 
step is the funding of the radio service, 
which can be done through federal match- 
ing funds. Before proceeding with the 
program, he wished to receive the approval 
of the Fire Board for the intent of the 
program. He will then seek approval of all 
participating agencies, including the 
members of Local 421. He then will seek 
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funds to provide a para-medic program 
and instruction from the federal govern- 
ment 


Chairman Kauffman stated the Board 
has a Committee headed by Dr. Nakfoor 
that is seeking the best methods to up- 
grade the ambulance service provided by 
the department. If our service can lead the 
way to this improved program, I’m sure 
Dr. Nakfoor will give it his prompt con- 
sideration. 


By Commissioner Nakfoor— 


I move we approve the program in its 
intent as presented by Civil Defense Di- 
rector James Holcomb. 


Supported by Commissioner Roe. 
Carried unanimously. 


Civil Defense Director Holcomb an- 
nounced the Motorola Company is plan- 
ning another demostration program to be 
presented in the City Hall lobby. 


Local 421 President Gary Thomas stated 
that, regarding the grievance problem 
alluded to, the contract spells out the 
action of week-end duty. He felt the Local 
should have a meeting to discuss this with 
the Board. 


Chairman Kauffman stated the Board’s 
action regarding the out-of-city residence 
was to guard against members moving too 
far from the City. Who will be permitted 
week-end duty is an administrative duty. 


Local 421 President Thomas then stated 
that they would be forced to seek recourse 
through their attorneys. He also stated 
there was no need to go outside of the de- 
partment to appoint a new Chief as there 
were several capable members in the de- 
partment. On behalf of Gerald Green, he 
assured the members of the Board that he 
will be a fine officer, 


Fireman Steve Willard asked if the 
budget deletions by the Mayor’s Commit- 
tee included reimbursement of college tui- 
tion. The Chairman reported that it did, 
but the Board will seek restoration of the 
funds. 


Lieutenant Hazelton asked the Chairman 
if the press releases regarding the resigna- 
tion of two Board members were biased and 
not correct. The Chairman stated the 
members of the Board can not speak for 
the writer’s of letters as they have their 
own opinions. 


By Commissioner Canady—

system adopted by the Board February 11, 
1971 and have the results available in 
thirty days from this date so the vacant 
positions may be filled without delay. It 
is further recommended that the pay for 
those promoted be retroactive to November 
ri qe subject to the availability of 
‘unds. 


Supported by Commissioner Canady. 


During the discussion, Commissioner 
Owen stated he was against the recom- 
mendation of the Personnel Committee. He 
recommended the Chief fill the present 
vacancies under the old system for the 
morale of the department and start the 
new promotion system June Ist. 


Commissioner Sheathelm indicated that 
the new system would cause a delay and 
he would prefer the vacancies be filled as 
soon as possible. 


Commissioner Canady stated the pro- 
motional system had been adopted February 
11, 1971 and has been held up only through 
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an injunction. All the expenses and time 
consumed in the Green trial were a waste 
of time and money, and this will certainly 
be obvious to the general public. 


Commissioner Roe stated that from a 
morale standpoint, the men promoted will 
be happy but those who prepared for the 
exams would be disappointed. 


Chief Burnett stated he thought there 
were some flaws in the promotional system 
that needed working out; that using the 
exams at this time may take as long as 
six months; that it may cost more than the 
funds available at this time. 


Chairman Kauffman asked for the opin- 
ion of all firemen present, Fireman John 
Collins said he did not feel the promotion 
system should be used as the Local 421 
members did not have a chance to approve 
it. Fireman Melvin Lear stated he thought 
his station officers and the Chief would 
know if he was capable of doing his job. 


Chairman Kauffman stated that many 
meetings had been held regarding the pro- 
motional system and the recommendations 
of Local 421 representatives had been 
considered, The Fire Board did not seek a 
ballot, as they are entrusted to administer 
the fire department. 


Local 421 President Gary Thomas said 
he felt it would be impractical to imple- 
ment the promotional system at this time. 
Some of the candidates for promotion have 
been acting officers for as long as seven 
years. These men should be rewarded for 
their proven abilities. There are flaws in 
the new system and there are over two 
hundred members eligible to take examina- 
tions. We have the Oklahoma A. and M. 
textbooks and our training manuals, but 
there have been no directions on what to 
study. There are no provisions made for 
transfers between divisions and no idea 
what will constitute the oral exams. The 
evaluation sheets have been changed and 
they could be a determining factor. 


Firemen Lynn Bullard and Laverne Foess 
stated they had the same opinion as Chief 
Burnett and Gary Thomas. 


Commissioner Owen stated he was very 
familiar with labor contracts, and invari- 
ably they stipulate seniority and ability 
for consideration in promotions. 


Chairman Kauffman requested the Per- 
sonnel Committee recommendation be read 
again, then asked for a show of hands for 
the vote.

Commissioner Sheathlem, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, reported that the 
fiscal year ends this month and the new 
budget will be in effect July 1st.

Chief Burnett gave a comparison report 
of fires and ambulance calls for May of 
1971 and 1972. There has been one death 
from fire this year. He reported on nine 
mmebers on sick leave.

Chief Burnett submitted a request from 
Mr. Lawrence Raiche of 845 Fred Street 
for the fire department to share the cost of 
a fence erected between his property and 
No, 4 Fire Station.

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GENERAL ORDER 


Chairman Kauffman reported he had met 
with Mr. Ed Bergman of Lansing Commu- 
nity College, Chief Burnett and Deputy 
Chief Brethauer to discuss the training 
offered by the College to fire department 
members. The reimbursement to members 
for credits earned was reviewed and funds 
for continuance of this program should be 
continued, The College is very interested 
in using the Training Academy facilities 
for credit courses and the credits could be 
earned by our department members. 


The Chairman reported he had received 
information from organizations interested 
in the safety of emergency vehicles while 
responding to calls, He has contacted local 
radio and television station personnel and 
members of the press regarding the obliga- 
tion of citizens to relinquish the right of 
way to emergency vehicles. He is certain 
an effective campaign can be started to ob- 
tain the cooperation of the public, and he 
will have further information at the next 
meeting. 


A discussion was held regarding the per- 
centage of box alarms that were received 
for fires and other alarms. Commissioner 
Nakfoor requested further breakdowns on 
all alarms received by the department. 


Commissioner Sheathelm asked if any- 
thing had been done regarding the condi- 
tion of Ferro] Street. Chief Burnett re- 
ported he had inquired about the work 
needed and it will be blacktopped as soon 
as they can get to it. 


Commissioner Sheathelm noted the traffic 
controls are now in operation at No. 6 and 
No. 7 stations. He asked if anything had 
been determined in an accident that oc- 
curred earlier this year. Commissioner Can- 
ady stated the Personnel Committee had 
determined the Engineer was partly at 
fault. The administration officers are in 
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the process of setting up a review board to 
investigate accidents and furnish protection 
to the drivers. 


Commissioner Sheathelm stated he under- 
stood there had been some accidents in the 
stations with the apparatus, Chief Burnett 
said that five accidents involving damage to 
apparatus were being investigated by the 
assistant chiefs at this time. Assistant 
Chief Barratt reported they were in the 
process of accumulating all the data, and 
will have a meeting with the drivers and 
station officers involved. 


A brief discussion was held regarding 
washing and polishing apparatus to prevent 
rust, 


Civil Defense Director Holcomb reported 
there were 32 ambulances in the tri-county 
area available for emergencies. At the pres- 
ent time funds are available for radio in- 
stallations for all department ambulances 
and one hospital. He hopes to have this 
Program operational with all of the hos- 
pitals by December through additional funds 
that he is applying for from other agencies. 
He informed the Board the secret service 
men were very pleasantly surprised at the 
thorough planning and coverage furnished 
by the police and fire departments during 
the presidential candidates’ tours in Lan- 
sing, 


Assistant Chief Barratt reported that a 
system for dispensing food and supplies to 


families that were burned out was being 
Placed in service in the department. 


The Board adjourned at 9:10 P.M.
